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1 . The listing of claims contained in the proposed amendment after final rejection 
filed January 19, 2007 does not comply with 37 CFR 1.12 1(c)(2). The listing of claims 
contains markings which indicate amendments made in the previously-filed amendment 
(e.g., the changes in claim terminology from "carrier-drug conjugate" to "medicament") 
in addition to those proposed in the current amendment. 

2. The proposed amendments to the specification filed January 1 9, 2007 does not 
overcome the objection set forth in section 3 of the final Office action mailed November 
13, 2006. The proposed amendments do not result in SEQ ID NOS being inserted after 
each of the amino acid sequences subject to the sequence disclosure rules. These 
sequences are present, e.g., in Figure 2B and paragraphs [0083], [0086] and [0087, 
second sequence]. See, e.g., U.S. Patent Nos. 5,948,750 and 6,552,166 for examples of 
drug-peptide conjugates which have been identified with SEQ ID NOS. 

3. Proposed new claim 35 raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
It is not clear what is meant by "a linkage between spacer molecule and space molecule 
and thiol binding group". If there are three components, it would appear that there should 
be two linkages. At claim 35, line 9, it is believed that "space" should be "spacer", and at 
line 10, it is believed that "clearable" should be "cleavable". It is not clear what is meant 
by a drug moiety being bound "over" a spacer molecule, as is recited in proposed claim 
35, lines 12-13. The proposed new claim limitation requiring the drug moiety to be 
bound to cysteine-34 is a new issue requiring further consideration and search. The 
precise location of conjugation of the drug moiety, has not previously been claimed.
